teaching and/or research capacity. Persons without Ph.D. 
degree may cligible for associate membership with the 
expectation that they can advanced full membership 
after three years continued and active involvement the 
teaching research Philosophy Psychology.” 

Under Article II, Paragraph amend follows: sub- 
stitute “two (2)” years satisfactory graduate work in- 
stead the “one (1)” now shown.

The Estes Park Report and Cervin’s Comments 


Courteously but firmly, Cervin denies the validity 
the main conclusions the Estes Park seminar (Amer. 
Psychologist, 1960, 15, 158-159). considers that 
took too narrow view: namely, that our own 
personal experiences. Fortunately, cannot ac- 
cused egotism did, view our conclusion 
that the scientist messy, illogical thinker—much 
the time anyway. But did really take into ac- 
count everything that knew about other workers, 
from the literature well from observation our 
own teachers and friends. And wherever seemed 
that got the inside story, the facts how 
scientist operates distinct from what says when 
reports experiment, all the indications pointed 
the same direction. 

show that this was wrong, that the stereotype 
science true picture, Cervin cites the end product 
several cases and, without adducing any evidence 
justify it, assumes that the form the end product 
reproduces the logical steps which the discovery 
was achieved. Merely saying that Curie, Einstein, and 
Pavlov were wholly logical does not show that they 
were. short, the comment begs the question 
issue. 

one his cases least, Cervin’s account less 
than adequate. says that 


Pavlov’s research was outgrowth basic philosophical 
assumption that psychological phenomena can studied 
the methods natural science. The stereotype, far 
from being either fiction mere picture confirma- 
tory activities, schematic picture the actual history 
some great scientific discoveries. 


matter fact, Pavlov’s first discovery the 
“psychic reflex” was product basic philosophic 
assumption, but annoying artifact his study 
gastric secretion. Further, only turned studying 
this phenomenon 1902 following even more an- 


noying demonstration Bayliss and Starling that 
and his laboratory had been thoroughly wrong their 
theory pancreatic function—the discovery secre- 
tin showing that the pancreas was not wholly controlled 
neural activity. Finally, was very doubtful in- 
deed about his “basic philosophic assumption” during 
the first years the conditioned work, until 
gradually the accumulation experimental successes 
reassured him (see Babkin, Univer. Chi- 
cago Press, 1949, pp. and 228-231). the idea 
that Pavlov’s ideas were “subjected the closest 
scrutiny,” with the implication that the theory was 
based solely logical inference from the facts, con- 
sider Pavlov’s answer the factual criticisms Lash- 
ley Rev., 1932, 39, 91-127). Awkward facts 
disregarded, the rest do. 

The seminar did not deny that the formal para- 
phernalia science are value. That would silly. 
did deny that they tell the whole story; intuitive 
conclusions and illogical processes have their part too, 
and may have the decisive part many cases (but 
again, not all). Look Cervin’s examples again. How 
did the Curies choose that particular discrepancy 
physical theory invest couple years arduous 
work in? How did Einstein arrive the particular 
line thought did, the absence data which— 
for others—were needed show that was the right 
one? was years before the theory relativity was 
solidly established; furthermore, still has the awk- 
ward property being close inconsistent with quan- 
tum theory—also well established. 

Cerwin sums up: the “intellectual paraphernalia” help 
creative thinking. one the Estes Park seminar 
would disagree. But this what makes the differ- 
ence between significant and insignificant research, the 
main thing that needs communicated the pro- 
spective researcher?

BRIEF APPRAISAL THE ROLE CLINICAL 
PSYCHOLOGY MEDICAL 


NORMAN GREENFIELD 


University Wisconsin Medical School 


may fairly stated that Psychology last 
wearing long pants the medical school setting. 

True, some are still self-consciously preoc- 
cupied with the concern about revealing the knobby 
knees our adolescences, but slowly and surely are 
beginning accept the fact that belong, that 
have real contribution make, and that have 
some idea the directions wish take. Almost 
90% the medical schools this country have psy- 
chologists their professional staffs, and there are 
approximately four hundred psychologists doing these 
jobs (Matarazzo Daniel, 1957). 

The acceptance the “Medical Educator” self-con- 
cept has not come easily for most psychologists engaged 
this work. very real sense the development 
the individual psychologist the medical school has 
recapitulated the evolution the species clinical psy- 
chologist. Many began our careers medical 
schools mental testers, and sometimes mental test- 
ing was rather narrowly defined. Gradually, 
were able demonstrate our talents and competence, 
our responsibilities grew, our contributions became 
more substantial, our status became enhanced, and 
began experience sense identity. are now 
just over the threshold the development the sense 
professional identity Medical Education. 

Some our problems status among our medical 
colleagues have yet resolved. Some our in- 
securities have yet worked through. Most staff 
members medical schools, they basic scientists 
clinicians, feel comfortable wearing one hat. The 
clinical psychologist sometimes confuses himself 
confounds others wearing many. With few excep- 
tions the clinical psychologist the only PhD the 
medical school faculty who directly and actively en- 
gaged clinical work. some appears en- 
croaching upon traditional medical functions, others 
compromising his scholarly and scientific back- 
ground; and even more sadly, the so-called 


paper was presented the APA Annual Meeting 
1959 part symposium devoted Current Ap- 
praisal Relations between Clinical Psychology and Medi- 
cine: Some Points View.” 


Psychologist”—the clinician-educator-researcher the 
medical school—is too often seen his more tradi- 
tional academic colleagues occupying somewhat 
ambiguous role no-man’s land between medicine 
and psychology. The professional self-concept the 
so-called medical psychologist understandably 
pretty unstable affair, terms his ambiguous roles. 

Our maturity imposes some obligation for critical 
self-examination. Let not delude ourselves that the 
rapid growth psychology medical education 
wholly the result the irresistible attraction which 
our pearls wisdom offered. Impressive our po- 
tential contribution may have been and others, 
the most significant factor the acceptance psy- 
chology medical schools has been the fertile soil 
provided zeitgeist medical education. Our 
status this setting has been highly correlated with 
the growth recognition among medical educators 
all fields that the teaching and practice medicine 
must transcend the narrow definitions organisms and 
organ systems and that the student physician must 
learn view the larger picture disease processes 
taking place people who are subjected many dif- 
ferent kinds internal and external stresses. 
this belief the concordant relationships among dis- 
ease processes and man and his environment which has 
resulted the shift focus the physician the 
so-called “whole man” or, more recently, the emphasis 
what has come called “comprehensive medi- 
cine.” 

The enthusiasm for this point view among medi- 
cal educators was more than gratifying. Although 
many the most verbal adherents were not quite sure 
what the “whole patient” really was, became clear 
that the progressive medical educator had salute him. 
Inevitably new interest behavioral science arose, 
and the psychologist became renewed object 
attention. 

We, course, did little blunt this enthusiasm. 
some measure every clinical psychologist sales- 
man his profession, and this has been especially true 
medical schools. had faith our product, and 
within the bounds propriety were not bashful 
about plugging it. However, one difficulty was sense 
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indecision regarding the true nature our product. 
felt sincerely that had worthwhile contribu- 
tion make; but, when called upon define more 
operational terms the unique character the psycho- 
logical contribution, met with tougher sledding. 
was only natural and perfectly keeping with our 
search for professional identity that fell back upon 
the traditional medical paradigm, and many be- 
gan talk about psychology basic medical science 
along with anatomy, physiology, pharmacology, and 
forth. With regard psychiatry specifically many 
felt and still feel that this empirical art needs more 
the rational approach which feel psychology has 
offer. wrote many promissory notes; and now, 
with our coming age, have something about 
delivering the goods. The proposition that psychology 
the basic science psychiatry more statement 
faith than fact, more future hope than present 
reality. 

Can really claim that, since most believe 
psychopathology arises function learning the 
interpersonal context, should therefore require that 
our future doctors exposed our learning theory 
battlefields? Can distill enough behavioral laws 
from our studies perception and motivation en- 
able the student physician treat his patients more 
adequately? Are the psychological theories per- 
sonality really more valid, more applicable the work 
the doctor, than those formulated our psychia- 
tric colleagues? our sharpest tools really contribute 
that much more the care the patient? Certainly, 
when comes the physician’s primary responsibility 
—that caring for sick people—there very little 
that psychology has that can use directly. these 
ideas ring too sharp note pragmatism, let re- 
member that medicine first and foremost prag- 
matic discipline. 

There need look beneath the slogans “com- 
prehensive medicine.” would seem that our present 
contribution not primarily terms the answers 
can provide meet existing needs but rather 
terms the questions are able ask and, just 
important, the manner which can formulate those 
questions. Our tools, our skills, the very interests 
which motivated enter scientific field in- 
quiry, all may directed toward tougher minded 
scrutiny the tender minded stuff which constitutes 
traditional medical practice, both and out psy- 
chiatry. 

Well-trained clinical psychologists should 
continue practice their art. But this role offer 
unique contribution; group there certainly 
evidence suggest that psychologist-practitioners 
are any better any worse than colleagues the so- 
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called mental health professions. Apart from few 
specialized courses there impressively little the 
academic curriculum psychology which provides 
much edge with regard helping people. Chi 
square never cured patient, and the significant pa- 
tient-therapist relationships are not really revealed 
analysis variance techniques. only insofar 
the clinical psychologist retains his identity psy- 
chologist that his contribution will meaningful while 
his unique role preserved. 

Psychology has become vast and complicated area 
inquiry, and the day the “compleat 
has vanished. Specialization within psychology has 
grown, and the barriers separating its different branches 
have rapidly solidified. Perhaps true that this 
the inevitable consequence rapid growth and 
creased complexity, but few who take pride think- 
ing themselves psychologists would disagree that 
has cost great deal. One the more recent 
evidences this fragmentation the growth what 
has come called “Medical Psychology,” which 
apparently that special brand clinical psychology 
which practiced medical schools and university 
hospitals. not sure what significance this de- 
velopment has. hope that does not mean that 
considering the influence psychology medical 
education are losing sight which the dependent 
and which the independent variable. have any 
unique contribution with regard the role psy- 
come from more highly refined subspeciality regard- 
less what called. 

There are few interprofessional relationships which 
are more cordial and mutually profitable than those 
which exist medical schools. rather paradox 
that the very foundation medicine there can 
profitable and harmonious relationships while much 
bitterness and misunderstanding exists other kinds 
settings. But fortunate that new generation 
physicians entering the practice medicine after 
gaining firsthand knowledge what psychology has 
offer. 

Psychology has little tradition medical education.

Jung Institute. Since his return the States, 
has been bombarded with inquiries from fellow psy- 
chologists and students about training facilities offered 
the Jung Institute. 

For more than forty years, prior 1948, students 
and patients journeyed Switzerland work privately 
with Jung. Medical and lay-analysts whom 
trained would frequently return Switzerland par- 
ticipate Seminars which gave over period 
many years. These unpublished, unedited Seminar 
notes have constituted the matrix for many his 
published books. 

Until decade ago, formal training Institute for 
Analytical Psychology existed, and those who wished 
train had work with Jungian analyst, who even- 
tually conferred upon his successful and appreciative 
trainees the recognition being qualified function 
the role Jungian analyst. 

Through the concerted efforts professional individ- 
uals and psychological groups, the Jung Institute 
was founded April 24, 1948, under the aegis the 
Board Education the Cantonal Government 
Zurich with Jung its President. 

The purpose the institute was serve co- 
ordinating center for study, training, and research 
Analytical Psychology. 

The institute officially administered its Presi- 
dent and the Curatorium, whose members have long 
been closely associated with Jung. 

The faculty consists most the members the 
Curatorium well other qualified Analytical psy- 
chologists. addition, mature European and Ameri- 
can scholars from diverse fields (ethology, anthropol- 
ogy, theology, Egyptology, Chinese and Hindu philoso- 
phy, etc.) are regularly invited guest lecturers, 
that there significant interdisciplinary atmosphere 
the institute.

Students come from over different countries and 
every continent, though the majority are from Switzer- 
land, the United States, England, and West Germany

cators, clergy, artists, etc. 

From the summer semester 1951 the winter 
semester 1956-1957, about students passed the 
Propadeuticum, and over diploma candidates passed 
successfully the diploma examination.

facts observed. 

the many volumed Seminars Visions, extend- 
ing from 1930 1933, involving thousands pages 
and hundreds hours exciting reading, one can more 
than glimpse the “Faustian intellect” work (see 
Henry Murray’s, 1940, description his own personal 
encounter with Jung 1925). 

The Seminars Nietsche’s Zarathustra (some nine 
volumes), Dream Interpretation, the Develop- 
ments Modern Psychology, the Individual Process

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and Its Symbols are brilliant, profound, provocative, 
and anticipatory subsequent developments, espe- 
cially the field psychosomatic medicine. The 
writer convinced that many American psychologists 
are not aware the fact that Jung expertly familiar 
with the developments experimental psychology and 
with much the yet untranslated German material. 
his presentation historical origins modern psy- 
chopathology, Jung cites German sources and contribu- 
tions which the writer had never encountered com- 
parable English sources for the same period.

The writer was personally informed Riklin, the 
President the Curatorium, Jung’s efforts behalf 
not only many non-Aryan analysts Germany and 
Austria but Freud himself. For the record, let 
said that, when emissary from Jung arrived 
Vienna expedite Freud’s escape, Freud spurned the 
offer.

Mental Health: It? 


this written hot summer’s day, small 
flurry letters indicates there may blizzard 
correspondence over what will probably 
known “That Life Article Mental Health.” 
The article appeared August almost years 
the day after the atomic bomb Hiroshima 
shook the world’s thinking about the inevitabil- 
ity science leading progress. The Life article 
was called “Who’s Normal? Nobody, But All 
Keep Trying.” The subhead was “In Dissent 
from ‘Mental Health’ Approach, Experts Decry 
Futile Search for Unreal Goal.” 

The article was written Ernest Havemann, 
who won the first popular-psychological writing 
award from the American Psychological Founda- 
tion for previous series psychology and psy- 
chiatry. This department flatly predicts the Na- 
tional Association for Mental Health will not give 
him prize for this one. Havemann agrees with 
the estimate the undersigned that members the 
mental health professions will taking this seri- 
ously—but not agreeing about it. fact, there 
hope and fear that this article will prove 
something bomb, great deal smaller than 
Hiroshima sure, but raising some the same 
questions about the limitations science—and the 
limitations people. 

Further coverage will given the American 
Psychologist Havemann’s description current 
scepticism about popular education “for mental 
health,” and the more technical publication 
which his theme was based. The latter, henceforth 
known “That Cornell Conference Report,” was 
actually called “Mental Health Education:

Good-Bad Test News 


According Business Week for July 16, some 
business executives like and some not like tests. 
Their headline went like this: SMALL BUT BITTER 
EXECUTIVE MINORITY STILL SCOWLS PSYCHOLOG- 
ICAL JOB TESTS. Their first sentence went like this: 
“Psychological testing, despite criticism and ridi- 
cule, meets with objections from only few execu- 
tives.” The entire article was abstracted from 


the Harvard Business Review, which had polled 
1,861 subscribers and found that: 


More than half the executives said their companies 
were using psychological tests personnel selection, most 
often for salaried jobs. Fewer than 10% actively dis- 
approved the practice—but these had strong feelings 
the subject. 

One objection psychological tests was that they breed 
conformity. Only 15% the individuals surveyed pooh- 
poohed the idea that ‘conformity was business problem 
(nearly two-thirds the 15% were top management). 
Nearly half the whole group felt that there was 
too much conformity business and that tests did 
could contribute it.

panies now using tests had tried them the past.

The baker smiled patiently. had met inquisitive 
tourists before. 

“Tell me,” the lady went on, “how can one distinguish 
them 

“It very hard for you, Madame,” the baker answered, 
“but Gheel residents can always detect them. Look 
that woman standing front window, for example. 
She patient. Notice the angle her hat and the 
way her face looks, especially around the mouth and 
eyes.” 

His visitor rushed out the door and grabbed her friend 
the arm. few minutes later they drove out Gheel 
pursued. 

The baker stood his shop door smiling mischievously. 


Gheel now has population 24,700, and over 
10% are patients, most them classed “in- 
curable,” after having failed respond treat- 
ment some sort public institutions. Conven- 
tional facilities hospital type are now also 
provided for few patients, and the staff includes 
physicians, psychiatric nurses, Catholic 
sisters (of St. Norbert), male nurses, and 
social worker. physician and two psychiatric 
nurses are assigned each five districts the 
town, and theoretically they regularly check 
each patient.

Not long ago, Brussels advertising agency launched 
study learn how much money the average Belgian 
was donating charity. One pollster stopped Gheel 
farmhouse and was told that the family could not afford 
give anything charity.

The interviewer pondered the answer for moment, 
then entered “two patients” his record sheet. rec- 
ognized that the Gheel brand charity takes rule 
measurement all its own.

Respectfully Agree Answer... 


there are places where psychology gets played 
for keeps, the legal stage doubt one them. 
Elsewhere, psychologists may argue with relative 
impunity the merits extracting factors the 
centroid, bifactor, principal components meth- 
ods, contest chapter and verse from the bibles 
Sullivan, Rogers, and Freud. But the courtroom 
judge wants know whether Mr. Jones not 
sound mind, and the attorney reminds the ex- 
pert witness “Answer ‘yes’ ‘no’!” 

For the xth time, recently watched non- 
psychologist invoke the Fifth times 
while our conscience turned somersaults. Con- 
stitutional rights? Flouting the law? Safeguards 
democracy? Farce? knew little about 
how intellect and emotion fight running battle 
within most us, but even the legal enterprise 
seemed sweaty, melodramatic, tense, tough, tricky 
business. 

Well, there are less timid psychologists who ven- 
ture not watch squeamishly but testify ex- 
pertly, and have heard from three score 
them the past few months. They strike 
casehardened crew, colleagues who have learned 
the hard way that courts seek less whim and more 
wham and that, cross-examining attorneys are 
not literally the devil’s advocates, they are tough 
enough apply for the job. Says one our re- 
spondents once burnt, twice shy mood: 


have had numerous run-ins with the law witness. 
None has been remotely pleasant; all have been disagree- 
court unless served with subpoena. 


joined another, apparently equally dis- 
illusioned with the enterprise, who takes pretty 
jaundiced view any aspect one can name. About 
preparation required, feels: can’t 
prepare for it!” Benefits derived from testi- 
fying? None, says he. While frankly does not 
expect the court qualify psychologists expert 
witnesses, hides behind amendments tell- 
ing that psychologists need “try take the 
legal profession beyond the Middle Ages level con- 
cerning ‘data,’ ‘fact,’ etc.”

The OPA group did right creditable job. They 
made pretense speaking for all psychology, 
nor even for all the OPA points where 
clearly formulated positions are available. the 
other hand, they showed hesitation voicing 
their own good and reasoned views the several 
issues; and, where psychological research had pro- 
duced relevant findings, they pointed these for 
the legislators, who showed both understanding 
and appreciation. Good the presentation was, 
its by-products may have been even better: the 
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occasion presented ready-made opportunity for 
updating some key people roles and functions 
Psychologists the Sixties. 


Purkinje Effect and All. Two swallows may 
not make summer, but Robert Sommer swallowed 
hard couple times superbly digested for 
skeptical attorneys (and even the judge) the im- 
plications psychological research perception. 
His courtroom christening described the Oc- 
tober 1959 issue the Canadian Psychologist 
under the double-entendrish title “The New 
Look the Witness Stand.” Supposedly, harks 
back the “New Look” articles several years 
ago when need-influenced perception became the 
order the day. prefer regard the title 
signifying the appearance court the ex- 
perimental and social psychologist alongside their 
much more numerous clinical confreres. 

Testifying the trial hunter charged with 
negligence the shooting “deer” who turned 
out fellow-hunter, Sommer’s task was, 
saw it, “to supply the court with expert testi- 
mony perceiving ambiguous situations, es- 
pecially the influence needs and expecta- 
tions perception.” Hurdles abounded. There 
were questions semantics saw ‘deer’” 
compared with thought saw deer.” There 
was the judge who wondered whether some the 
conclusions drawn from experiments were not “ob- 
vious” even without experimentation. There was 
the (if may) compulsive court clerk, flabber- 
gasted the introduction slides, since had 
system for their labeling put evidence. 
Perhaps most frustrating all was the fact that 
Sommer was able introduce evidence only 
research himself had conducted. 

Yet, for that, our colleague handled himself 
most competently, translating technical information 
into the language everyman, leaving the court 
quite receptive psychologists’ research efforts, 
and even earning his rightful title “Doctor,” 
one occasionally denied psychological experts 
attorneys intent granting minimum prestige. 
Insightfully, remarks: “In situation which 
people were ‘my learned colleague’ and ‘your lord- 
ship,’ was very helpful have title 
own.” 


Issues Unlimited. Filling out the questionnaire 
our survey, social psychologist Sommer con- 


jectures: foresee the greatest difficulty for clin- 
ical and school psychologists, the next greatest for 
social psychologists, and the least difficulty for 
experimental psychologists.” 

Our returns date are, indeed, heavily com- 
mitted the clinical. With determination 
sanity leading issue, the problems which the 
psychologist called testify expert witness 
run the gamut from mental level, degree or- 
ganic brain damage, amnesia, and delinquent be- 
havior exhibitionism, homosexuality, sequelae 
divorce, and criteria for admission Hawaiian 
children foreign language study. Where testi- 
mony before legislative tribunals formal com- 
missions, the psychologist expert witness 
less importuned, being asked speak everything 
from education and mental health pornography 
and subliminal perception. 

The court actions themselves are uncomfortably 
reminiscent the Alfred Hitchcock school—mur- 
der, arson, larceny, rape, felonious assault, child 
custody, criminal negligence, forgery, commitment, 
and parole, name the grimmest. the present 
state our knowledge human behavior, not 
mention our lack sophistication about the 
world law, small wonder that many 
the respondents hint nightmares involving the 
witness-baiting, wily, cool and calculating, cross- 
examining attorney who may have read last month’s 
Journal Consulting Psychology while have 
not. 


Where Angels Fear Tread. This set 
respondents, chosen precisely because their ex- 
perience with the legal obstacle course, makes much 
the need for careful preparation. Says Fabian 
Rouke, from the home grounds the Manhattan 
College Group for Forensic Psychology: 


Any psychologist who appear the witness stand 
should exceptionally well prepared answer questions 
his own background qualifications, the development 
and validation any measuring instruments that has 
used, and any other psychological information which 
pertinent the particular case hand. 


Speaking some the additional anxieties the 
budding witness may heir to, adds: 


should also prepared withstand rigorous cross- 
examination and should briefed some the tech- 
niques irritation and confusion commonly used 
cross-examiners. may difficult for many psycholo- 
gists accept the almost complete reversal role that 
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attorney undertakes when becomes the adversary 
court. 


lesser men, who blanch visibly when looked 
reprovingly traffic cop, find all this 
somewhat enervating. But are told the whole 
has its blessings and that might well 
count them. There is, for one, element self- 
discipline getting know more about one’s in- 
struments (their normative data, reliability, and 
the rest); likewise, behooves the psychologist 
become bit more parsimonious his use 
constructs and bit less expansive his interpreta- 
tions. one respondent enjoins: “Stick facts 
and avoid speculation unless asked”; like man- 
ner, another urges the presentation “tight, simple 
points with evidence.” 


Values Without and Within. While psychol- 
ogists have been pressed into legal service more 
less since the early days Miinsterberg, was 
less then, definitely more now, and may eventu- 
ally most. One our respondents averages 
court appearances per year while furnishing the 
court with 50-100 written reports 
other tells that psychologist required 
appear every probate hearing involving commit- 
ment institution for the mentally retarded, 
adding that the court seems prefer objective 
psychological data the more impressionistic psy- 
chiatric opinion such cases. 

Good bad? One would expect psychologists 
divided the merits the increasing par- 
ticipation legal activities. They are. While 
some doubt the wisdom making pronouncements 
time when, for example, “psychosis” 
poorly defined and its relation “sanity” nebu- 
lous, and others dread seeing psychologists testify 
opposite sides issue, the group whole 
decidedly favors our involvement. One experienced 
expert witness sees bringing “increasing respect 
the profession and good measure satisfac- 
tion the while another welcomes 
the “chance fulfill our responsibility the com- 
munity.” 

Would not interesting one the psy- 
chologists were the same time attorney, the 
better see the situation stereoscopically, 
were. turns out, least one is, and Bertram 
Pollens sounds appropriate note caution: 
believe are going have great opportunity 
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function this new role, but afraid that 
are woefully unprepared for the dangers inherent 
it.” 

The issues which psychologists may asked 
testify expert witnesses will not always 
the purest, Pollens reminds us, especially psy- 
chological opinion comes have ever greater pres- 
tige. When this happens, says: “The chances 
are that psychologists are going called upon 
more and more situations where ethical and 
moral issues are involved and where questions 
public policy are stake.” 

Where, then, are Perhaps, Mary 
Tatom suggests, with the necessity for “providing 
some kind recognition emphasis which would 
encourage psychologists think legal psychol- 
ogy special area competence involving more 
than knowledge psychology per se.” 


Rest Our Case—Temporarily. have 
only blown bit the foam off the top this 
legal lager. The first draft our questionnaire 
asked for much more; and, indeed, our respondents 
told much more—about the basis their testi- 
mony, its mode presentation, how was re- 
ceived, what kind publicity got, whether the 
verdict was favorable, how much preparation was 
involved, what the moral the story for APA. 
All the information useful; much will 
enter directly into revision the present ques- 
tionnaire, after which the sampling survey the 
APA membership will undertaken. 

Meanwhile, psychologists prone get defensive 
about and impatient with what seems conserva- 
tive, cultural-laggish attitude the part the 
judicial juggernaut may want sober the 
words one the legal “good guys,’ David 
Louisell, who The Psychologist Today’s Legal 
World reminds us:
